A complete overhauling of 
the City’s zoning laws to pro¬ 
vide a sounder and more equi¬ 
table basis for building pro¬ 
cedure and other items for city 
Improvement is contained in 
the first draft ordinance sub¬ 
mitted by the Gordon Whitnall 
company, portions of which 
were discussed by Councilman 
Davis S. Wood at Tuesday 
night’s Council meeting. 

Councilman Wood pointed 
out that while he could not go 
into many of the separate pro¬ 
visions of the proposed ordi¬ 
nance due to time limitations, 
the whole survey indicated a 
"precise plan” which will not 
only give the City added beau¬ 
ty, but greater efficiency. 

Several of the important new 
provisions not contained in the 
present ordinance are: Specific 
parking requirements for ALL 
zones, including residential; 
provision for removal of non- 
conforming uses and certain 
non conforming buildings with¬ 
in specified long range time 
limits after adoption of ordi¬ 
nance or erection of non-com- 
forming building: provision for 
potential classification and pre¬ 
cised plan which will give the 
City power to design subdivi¬ 
sions or to re-design areas for 
re-development. 

A new zone to be known as 
R-P (residential - professional) 
contains R-3 (multiple family 
use) and professional offices 
of a limited and specified num¬ 
ber of types. Under the draft 
ordinance, no dwellings are to 
be allowed in the commercial 
zone except on the second floor. 
“The new ordinance makes it 
an infraction to have a resi¬ 
dence in a commercial zone, 
just as it is considered bad to 
have a commercial establish¬ 
ment in a residential zone,” 
Councilman Wood explained.

At City Council Session

Action on the proposed business license ordinonce which was 
expected to be given its first reading Tuesday night, was delayed 
lor further revision based on objections voiced by a nuntber of 
Sierra Modre's leading professional and business men. 

Foremost opposition to the changes ^me from Tom Schwarts, 
former mayor, and prominent business man who pointed out that 
_ the $18 wholescde truck deliv¬ 
ery license to be assessed un¬ 
der the new ordinance would 
make free delivery to stores 
even more difficult than at 
present, 

“It has been only a matter 
of a few short years since we 
have been able to get free de¬ 
livery to Sierra Madre and the 
added increase in license fees 
may limit the ability of local 
merchants to compete with city 
prices,” Mr. Schwartz said. 

He also stressed the part lo¬ 
cal businessmen have played 
in paying for rubbish disposal, 
off-street parking and street 
lighting the last few years, ex¬ 
penses which he feels should 
have been borne in greater part 
by the City. 

It was brought out by Coun¬ 
cilman Lome Pratt that Sierra 
Madre is one of nine cities in 
the county which does not have 
a city sales tax, thus giving to 
local business establishments a 
definite competitive advantage. 

Other objections were aired 
by Sam Simpson, Sid Westfall, 
Emile Smith and Noren Eaton, 
the latter an attorney, who will 
come under city licensing for 
the first time under the pro¬ 
posed ordinance revision. He 
expressed opinions about cer¬ 
tain inequities, but did not Ob¬ 
ject to paying a license. 

Councilman Pratt who fath¬ 
ered the revision agreed that 
alp inequities should be adjust¬ 
ed to allow for easier enforce¬ 
ment, but he emphasized the 
necessity of speedy adoption of 
legislation to provide the City 
with much needed revenue. 

It was finally agreed to name 
Police Chief McMillan, City Ad¬ 
ministrator Bevington, Council¬ 
man Pratt, Building Inspector 
Lees, and a local merchant not 
yet designated, as a committee 
to iron out inequities which 
may exist, and to have the first 
reading of the ordinance at the 
next regular meetihg of the 
Council. 

Fire Engine Hot Subject 

Proceedings at Tuesday night’s 
meeting ranged from white 
heat anger to good humor when 
the subject of the purchase of 
a new fire engine was reached 
on the long agenda. Fireworks 
were set off when Charles 
Brown, secretary of the volun¬ 
teer fire department, said that 
if the City Council did not take 
^ick action on the purchase 
of a new fire pumper, he won¬ 
dered if the City needed a fire 
department. 

Mayor Louk quickly replied, 
“I and all members of the City 
Council appreciate the efforts 
of our fire department greatly, 
but we will not be forced over¬ 
night into the careless expendi¬ 
ture of $29,000. We must have 
time to evaluate the bids which 
we have received. Gentlemen, 
we must ask your patience, un¬ 
til we are convinced that we 
are getting the best equipment 
for the money we are spend¬ 
ing.” 

City Administrator Bevington 
explained that the City Council 
had only 24 hours in which to 
study the bids received and 
that the recommendations sub¬ 
mitted by the fire department 
were being given serious con¬ 
sideration. 

A representative of the Sea- 
grave Corp. requested an op¬ 
portunity^ to demonstrate his 
engine and arrangements for 
trial run are to be made. Mayor 
Louk asked Charles Brown to 
report the results. A represen¬ 
tative of the Crown Coach and 
Body Corp. stated that all dem¬ 
onstrations should be made in 
Sierra Madre, because of the 
unusual terrain and other con¬ 
ditions which exist here. 

Tension in the meeting was 
broken when a member of the 
volunteer firemen asked Mayor 
Louk if he had ever ridden 
“Old Snort,” the venerable 1920 
model fire engine which the 
fireman said few men have the 
courage to drive. 

Mayor Louk replied, "You 
know darned well that I’ve 
never driven ‘Old Snort,’ and 
if you young blades are afraid 
of it, I’m sure I’m not going to 
try it!”

U. S. STATE DEPARTMENT

Knowing that you would be 
Interested in a report from the 
State Department, your Con¬ 
gressman, Edgar W. Hiestand, 
has asked me to teU you how 
important your opinion is to us 
in formulating the decisions of 
this Department. 

How much does your opinion 
affect forecign policy? The an¬ 
swer is: More than you think. 
In fact, the State Department 
would be seriously handicapped 
if it were cut off from your 
opinion—^from the thousands of 
letters, newspapers, magazines, 
books, organizational reports, 
public opinion polls and other 
expressions of opinion flowing 
into the Department each week. 

Every day. Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles and his top 
assistants receive a summary of 
opinion expressed during the 
previous 24 hours. So impor¬ 
tant is public opinion to Secre¬ 
tary Dulles that while he was 
at the Berlin conference earlier 
this year he requested a daily 
cable from the Department to 
keep him informed on Ameri¬ 
can opinion. 

One of the most important 
sources of opinion comes in the 
form of letters—as many as 
4000 a week. They are not filed 
away—you can bet on that! 
They are carefully screened by 
a special staff in the Secre¬ 
tary's office, and the serious 
ones are distributed throughout 
the Department for appropriate 
answers. Many go straight to 
the Secretary for reply, for Mr. 
Dulles takes a direct -personal 
interest in his mail. 

But it is obvious that Secre¬ 
tary Dulles can answer no more 
than a few of the hundreds of 
letters he receives each day. 
The bulk of the mail goes to a 
small group of persons who 
analyze the letters and draft 
replies. They work closely with 
specialists throughout the De¬ 
partment in preparing an¬ 
swers and ofen a top State De¬ 
partment official personally 
takes over the drafting of a 
reply. Wherever a serious letter 
on a foreign-policy question is 
received, every effort is made 
to give the writer an answer

Ever¬ 
green vines will, of course, 
shade the area the year ’round. 

One of the best of the all¬ 
purpose evergreen vines Is Star 
'J^mine. It has daintiness, 
fragrance and star-like blos¬ 
soms tliat are projected on tiny 
stems. While its growth Is 
somewhat slow, it is quite or¬ 
derly and does not become 
heavy or entangled. It will do 
well in sun or shade, but with 
preference for shade where 
summer months are extremely 
warm. It is hardy in tempera¬ 
tures well below freezing. 
Heavily covered with dark, oval 
leaves about three Inches In 
length, foliage is one of Star 
Jasmine’s greatest attractions. 
The heat-absorbent leaves will 
do an excellent job of attrac¬ 
tively and efficiently filtering 
sunlight. 

Trumpet Spectacular 

Among the Trumpet vines 
that can be used both for at¬ 
tractiveness and to provide 
shade and climate control, the 
Violet or Purple Trumpet Is one 
of the most spectacular. This 
dark foliaged evergreen bears 
a profusion of violet, trumpet¬ 
shaped flowers, veined with 
red. It is successful both In 
sun and shade. 

The waxy dark green foliage 
of the Hibbertia is neat the 
year ’round and it will provide 
brilliant yellow flowers in 
spring and summer. As In the 
case of most climbing vines 
that can be trained on arbor 
or trellis, Hibbertia is also ex¬ 
cellent as a ground cover. 

But of all the vjnes your 
nurseryman has to help you 
with climate control, among 
the best in providing an over¬ 
head awning or cloi.stering 
walk are the Grapevines. Many 
varieties are vigorous growers, 
provide ideal, large foliage for 
summer screening and excel¬ 
lent fruit in addition.

Oct. 3 through the 9th—should 
have some beneficial results. 

For reasons best for all con¬ 
cerned we will be without the 
usual spread that is expected 
of all fire departments. Be¬ 
cause we are a volunteer or¬ 
ganization—we are unable to 
give the necessary time re¬ 
quired to the home inspections 
asked for by the Association of 
Fire Chiefs. We are trying very 
hard to keep the public aware 
of the many dangers surround¬ 
ing them when the accumula¬ 
tion of fire hazard materials 
are permitted. Householders 
are urgently asked to give this 
one week special attention to 
articles in the garages, base¬ 
ments, cupboards, etc. Remem¬ 
ber that oily rags will "take 
off’ from heat. See that such 
are kept in metal containers. 

By all means—place the match¬ 
es away from the children and 
make certain that they are 

aware of the danger of playing , _ 

with matches. Children and pean and Asiatic-Pacific theaters of 
matches cause many fires as 
the records show. SMOKING 
IN BED HAS MEANT DEATH 
TO A LOT OF PEOPLE! BE¬ 
WARE! 

Your firemen have again 
elected to send a delegate or 
delegates to the California 
State Firemen’s Convention to 
be held at Monterey.

VINES SOURCE OF CLIMATE 
CONTROL 

"From the vine comes the 
grape” . . . and a number of 
other important though often 
less tangible features. 

For instance, vines may be 
used as a means of climate 
control and a source of shade. 
They may be used as screens 
to reduce light glare and to 
furnish privacy. Too, there are 
many vines of such beauty that 
may be trellised, espaliered or 
grown on a wall for their es¬ 
thetic effect alone. And vines 
are a natural for covering up 
fences or other unsightly ob¬ 
jects. 

Recent information from the 
California Ass’n of Nurserymen 
stresses tire use of vines for 
climate control and cooling. 
The darker foliaged vines will 
tend to absorb heat, while 
lighter foliaged varieties reflect 
it. But of course their more 
obvious use in controlling cli¬ 
mate is an arbor, trellis or in 
natural growth where they re¬ 
duce the amount of sunlight 
reaching a given area. 

Deciduous, Evergreen 

Where it is desirable to shel¬ 
ter an area during summer 
only, deciduous vines can be 
used, since they will shed their 
leaves during the cooler months

high blood pressure. 

There is no question that 
moderate exercise is necessary 
for good muscle tone, circula¬ 
tion and good health, but as 
a means of reducing weight.
